Washipgton, Feb. 36.—In the senate 


the Cuban question came up at 1 p. m. 
Frye said there was no need of wasting 
powder to make a noise and tho resolution 
should not go on tho calendar.

SALISBURY'S STATEMENT. 


Autonomy Agreement Officially Made 


Known to the LordB. 


London, Feb. 36.—In the house of 'ords 


yesterday the Marquis of Salisbury, reply- 
Ing to a question from Lord Dunraven, 
said that, as the best means of placing the 
house In possession of facts "as regards 
Crete, be would read a telegram sent 
Wednesday evening to the British embas- 
sadors to the courts of the great powers. 
It was: 


"Inform the government to which you 


are accredited that her majesty's govern- 
ment purpose to make the following dec- 
laration of policy which they intend to 
pursue, and which they believe is in ac- 
cordance with tbe views of their allies: 


"1. 
Tbe establishment of an adminis- 


trative autonomy In Crete as a necessary 
condition for tbe termination of the inter- 
national occupation. 


That, subject to the above condi- 


tions, Crete out. In their judgment, to re- 
main a portion of tbe Turkish emphe. 


"3. The Turks and Greeks should be 


Informed by the powers of this resolution. 


"4. If Turkey or Greece should, when 


required, persistently refuse to withdraw 
their military and naval forces from the 
Island, the powers should impose their de- 
cision by force upon the state so refus- 
ing." 


The premier called special attenclon to 


the words "when required," adding that 
it did not follow. In the case of Turkey, 
that her troops should be withdrawn im- 
mediately. 
On the other hand, he ex 


plained, the withdrawal of tbe Turkish 
troops was a necessary condition of auton- 
omy. Therefore they would have to be 
withdrawn, except so far as they bad been 
kept in the case of the island of Servia, 
simply as an Indication of sovereignty for 
all effective purposes, and In respect of all 
influences upon the government and daily 
life of tho inhabitants. 
The Turkish 


troops would evidently have to be with- 
drawn when autonomy was established. 


The Greek troops, the premier imag- 


ined, would be required by the powers to 
withdraw at an earlier date. He believed 
this was the course the powers desired to 
pursue, but he could not go further into 
detail, believing that this was all that 
could properly be said at this time in view 
of the powers acting In concert. 


Continuing tbe Marquis of Salisbury 


remarked: 


"Of course, the proposals which her 


majesty's government have ventured to 
present were recognized by the other pow- 
ers as those animating their policy, and 
it is Impossible for tho present state of 
things In Crete to indefinitely continue." 


In the house of commons the parlimen- 


tary secretary for tbe foreign office, Mr. 
George N.Curzon, replying to Mr.Tbumas 
GiLson Bowles, conservative member for 
Lynn Eegis, said that th« correspondence 
between tho powers growlnp; out of the 
treaty of Washington and anent the war- 
like expeditions fitting out In the ports of 
a neutral country came to nothing, and 
was therefore binding only upon tboUnit- 
ea States and Great Britain.

SUDDEN ASSAULT IN MANNILLI.

Madrid, Feb. 26.—Manilla advices say 


that bands of Tagala and natives for tha 
purpose of preventing the troops attacking 
Cavite, attacked the barracks revenue offi- 
cers and gendarms and murdered one mil- 
itary officer and four Spaniards in tb* 
streets.

NEW JUDICIAL DISTRICT. 


Sangamon County May. Possibly, be ;A 


elated With McLean. 


Springfield, 111., Feb. 26.—The pulse of 


the people of McLean county is to be felt 
with reference to their views on the possi- 
ble establishment of a judicial district 
composed of the three counties of Mc- 
Lean, Sangamon and Logau. It is paid 
these three counties have a population 
sufficient to constitute a district, and the 
argument will be made that with such n 
district eaob county would furnish one of 
the three judges of the district and that 
there need never be any differences on 
that score, differences which would in- 
evitably arise, if the district were to be 
composed of a greater number of counties. 
The fact that all three counties are on the 
Alton and In direct communication with 
each other will also be called to mind In 
advocating such a district.
